Political quarrels are messy, espe­ 
cially those that may be described as 
internecine, and it is always a pleas­ 
ure to chronicle the fact that one has 
been settled and 
that 
the dove of 
peace is flying joyously between the 
camps of erstwhile belligerents, even 
though those belligerents are of op­ 
posite political faith. 
Therefore there is much gratifica­ 
tion in being able to state that a row 
that threatened to disrupt the republi­ 
can party locally and engender bad 
feeling between aspiring party lead­ 
ers that might lead to bitter enemities 
has been smoothed over and that 
brotherly love once more reigns su­ 
preme over those 
who compose the 
inner circle of the Pettis county G. 
O, p. 
And incidentally 
the 
settlement 
has established a precedent that will, 
if followed in the future, take from 
self-constituted leaders the peroga- 
tive hitherto assumed 
of selecting 
those who shall receive appointments 
to office without consulting the rank 
and file of the party as represented by 
the committeemen from the various 
precincts of the city and county. 
Hitherto it has been the practice 
lor aspirants for these various plums 
to get one or two of the bigwigs of the 
party back of them and, through the 
time honored custom of wire pulling, 
put the thing over, often times to the 
surprise and consternation of a great 
majority of the party members. But 
by the resolution adopted Friday by 
the county committee endorsing the 
action of the chairman in calling it to­ 
gether to consider the appointment of 
a circuit clerk, the committee has gone 
on record as favoring this procedure 
in all future appointments that may 
be coming to Pettis county. 
It may be taken as true that the 
committee was not calced upon to pass 
on appointments that have^ already 
been 
made. 
Those 
thai were an­ 
nounced Thursday—Sam Ramsey and 
J. J. Reed, negroes, and G. J. Katzer, 
to places in Jefferson City probably 
never were presented to the commit­ 
tee for action nor any of the others 
thus far made, 
including 
those of 
members of the family of the county 
chairman. 
It can also be said, probably with­ 
out deviation from the truth, that 
neither did the rank and file of the 
party or even the committee members, 
pass upon 
the 
“brilliant’" 
political 
coup that resulted in Jirti Ellis being 
selected as the 
presidential 
elector 
from this district. In the past all these 
things have been left entirely in the 
hands of the elect, who constituting 
themselves dictators have divided the 
patronage as best suited their own 
sweet wills. 
But from now on that will be a 
thing of the past if the 
committee 
consistently follows the line set dowrn 
iii the resolutions referred to. 
This, of course, will have tremend­ 
ous bearing on the post office fight, 
that even now has reached an acute 
stage. 
There 
are 
numerous candi­ 
dates for this office and some of them 
have already secured the backing of 
leaders of factions and have hoped, 
with that backing, to land the place 
hands 
down. 
However, 
with 
the 
committee demanding its privilege of 
passing on the matter, it looks as if the 
bosses will have to take a back seat 
when it comes to the final selection. 
All this, naturally, is none of our 
business as democrats, but as citizens 
it would seem as if the new* plan is 
more representative of the party as a 
w hole and would result in more repre­ 
sentative appointments 
and,—some­ 
thing greatly to be desired—it would 
tend to the elimination of that pest of 
all politics, the selfish and totally ir­ 
responsible party boss. And so we are 
for it as we are for anything good 
that may be offered no matter from 
what source it may eminate.

BEWARE OF SELF-PITY. 
The world has small 
use 
for the 
man who feels sorry for himself. 
He 
draws its scorn at first and later on 
its ridicule, yet it is rather surprising 
to find that 
there 
are 
men in all 
walks of life who consciously or un­ 
consciously, 
actually 
cultivate 
the 


! quality of self-pity. 
Of course such 
i persons 
lack 
the 
backbone to get 
I along by themselves and are forced to 
I depend upon others in no small meas­ 
ure for whatever progress they piake. 
Naturally they 
do not 
advance as 
quickly as they seem to think they 
should and just as naturally it is not 
to be expected that others should look 
out for them unceasingly. It is when 
they are left to their own resources, 
which are in many 
cases 
all too 
meager, that they find life moving 
by at at a pace to which they cannot 
adjust their ideas and then it is that 
they begin to feel sorry for them­ 
selves and to reason out to their own 
satisfaction that they are being dis­ 
criminated against. It is quite true, of 
course, that there are times when life 
presents an almost unbroken front of 
trial and affliction and sacrifice and 
hardships of many other kinds. 
But 
what of that? Others have been forc­ 
ed to face just such a formidable ar­ 
ray 
of hard 
conditions and have 
found the strength and the courage 
and the ability to overcome them, and 
to feel all the better for the exper­ 
ience. 
Such persons never feel sorry 
for themselves; they do not know 
what self pity means, and they do not 
go about with a chip on their shoul­ 
ders watching the opportunity to “get 
even.” 
They have the sense to get 
into the game, however difficult and 
discouraging it may seem at first, and 
to see it through to the last. 
“They 
do their best regardless of facts and 
conditions, and that is all that can be 
expected of anyone. 
No sane man can possibly expect to 
get a square deal every day of his life. 
Things may naturally come his way 
for a long period of time and perhaps 
for this Reason 
he unconsciously as­ 
sumes that they will continue to do so, 
but the awakening comes with the 
first hard fight he is forced to make. 
If he manages to fight well and hope­ 
fully he is probably not the kind of 
man who will ever feel sorry for him­ 
self. 
If on the other hand he fights 
in 
a half-hearted 
sort 
of 
way, 
feeling all the time that he is being 
treated unfairly the chances are that 
he will meet his first defeat and it 
will prove an overwhelming disaster 
to him, because he then begins for the 
first time to cultivate that foolish idea 
toward life which is the first step to­ 
ward self-pity. There is every chance 
in the world that a man is going to be 
treated unfairly not once but many 
times, and the wisest thing for him to 
do is to accustom 
himself 
to this 
knowledge. It need not give him anx­ 
iety as to its effect upon himself. If 
he is forewarned he will have time to 
prepare to accept with 
good grace 
the unfairness that may be shown him, 
and later if possible to demonstrate 
exactly where the unfairness came in 
as far as he was concerned. We can­ 
not afford to resent every 
injustice 
that may be shown us; life is full of in­ 
justice and we must carry our share 
of it as well as others. 
Our special 
care should \je to progress in our af­ 
fairs in spite of such 
injustice and 
never to permit it to crush us or make 
us objects of self pity. 
The man who has a well developed 
spirit of self-respect is the man who 
is not afraid to face the world with 
all its injustice and all its unfairness. 
Indeed, he will probably make short 
w ork of such unpleasant experiences, 
and turn his eyes to those things that 
are 
really 
worth 
cultivating. 
He 
knows that he has to beat the world 
at times if he is to .succeed, and he 
knows further that it is impossible for 
him to do this unless he is sure of him- 
'self and of those things for which he 
stands. Self-pity is not one of them; 
self-respect is. There is no choice be­ 
tween the two, and 
the 
man who 
chooses wisely early in the game will 
have no cause to regret his action. We 
are put here to make the race on an 
even footing with others, and just as 
there is no reason for anyone to dis­ 
criminate in our favor there is also no 
reason for 
anyone -to 
discriminate 
against us. 
We must stand tor our­ 
selves and what we represent, and no 
one should be willing to sponsor the 
unworthy, shameful things of life. If 
we get w orse treatment than we think 
we are entitled to there is no use to 
fret about it; the thing to do is to dem­ 
onstrate to the complete satisfaction 
of those with whom we are brought in­ 
to close association that we ale tail 
enough and broadminded enough to 
rise above the petty unfairness of life. 
Fretting only makes 
matters 
worse 
and tempts us to cultivate that pity 
for ourselves which is only another 
name for failure.

Third— To investigate illiteracy, the education of foreigners, which is an impelling need in fur­ 
thering and preserving truly democratic Americanism in this country. 


Illiteracy from abroad is the unconscionable product of civil and ecclesiastical 
autocracies 
without which illiteracy they could not exist nor further their ends. 
Truly democratic govern­ 
ment cannot flourish with illiteracy. 
Those "who are fighting this Smith-Towner bill— one of whose 
dignitaries said recently, “The separation of church and state is the beginning of Bolshevism/’— 
cannot, achieve their ends if illiterate Americans and, illiterate foreigners coming here are forced 
to educate.

The Smith-Towner bill also provides for the enlargement, strengthening and standardization 
of public school education. 
The public school is the bulwark of good Americanism and high class 
citizenship. 
He, who is an enemy of this institution is an enemy to both.

Such institutions 
which are honorable anA truly American, would have no.fear from inspection. Such as DO fear and 
fight inspection, confess guilt by such action andshould, by all law of logic, and right, be inspected. 
To discover the advantages of the liberal education of the whole people in a country through a 
great national and state free school system, as against the limitation of such education to the few, 
may be readily discovered by comparing the United States with Mexico. 


This Smith-Towner bill is one of the most important* and fundamentally American Proposals 
e v e r brought before the Congress of the American People.

longs among the most important institutions of the land, deserving highest national consideration and 
support.
